In  contrast  to 
the  independence 
movements  of 
South  America,  the 
Mexican  struggle 
for  independence 
was  carried  out  by 
the  Indian  and 
mestizo  population 
led  by  merchants, 
miners  and  priests, 
all  of  whose  back¬ 
grounds  were  hum¬ 
ble  or  middle  class.  These  leaders 
had  no  formal  military  training  and 
were  often  poor  strategists. 

The  first  leader  of  the  Mexican 
independence  movement  was  Don 
Miguel  Hidalgo  y  Costilla  who  is 
The  Father  of  His  Country.”  Hidalgo 
was  a  priest  who  greatly  sympathized 
with  the  plight  of  the  oppressed  In¬ 
dian  and  despite  his  lack  of  military 
training  came  very  close  to  securing 
independence  for  his  country. 

Miguel  Hidalgo  was  born  on  May 
8  1753,  on  a  ranch  on  the  Hacienda 
San  Diego  Corralejo  in  the  province 
of  San  Vicente  del  Cano  in  Guana- 
juata.  His  father  was  Cristobal  Hi¬ 
dalgo  y  Costilla,  a  creole  of  the 
province  of  Mexico  who  could  trace 
the  origin  of  his  family  to  Viscaya, 
Spain.  While  living  on  the  hacienda 
his  father  taught  him  to  read  and 
write  and  Miguel  picked  up  farming 
skills  from  the  Indians.  His  early 
association  with  Indians  and  mestizos 
instilled  young  Hidalgo  with  a  sym¬ 
pathy  and  respect  for  the  underpriv- 


iledged  and  oppressed. 

When  Miguel  was  fourteen  he  and 
his  brother  enrolled  in  the  Jesuit 
College  of  San  Nicolas  Obispo  ii 
Valladolid.  He  traveled  to  Mexico 
City  in  1770  and  three  years  later 
received  a  bachelor’s  degree.  Hidalgo 
was  ordained  a  priest,  probably  in 
1778,  and  returned  to  San  Nicolas 
Obispo  where  he  was  admitted  to 
the  faculty.  His  career  was  brilliant, 
and  Padre  Hidalgo  advanced  from 
one  position  to  another.  He  was  nam- 
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ed  a  rector  of  the  college  in  1790. 
Miguel  was  an  avid  reader  and  an 
independent  thinker.  Rector  Hidalgo 
made  many  reforms  at  the  college 
and  took  a  personal  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  students.  Some  of  his 
activities  were  not  in  line  with  that 
of  a  noble  curate.  Criticism  of  his 
activities  played  a  part  in  his  transfer 
to  Dolores.  He  was  shifted  to  avoid 
opponents  who  wanted  his  resigna¬ 
tion. 

In  1803  Hidalgo  was  ordered  to 
Dolores,  a  small  town  northeast  of 
Guanajuato  to  replace  his  brother. 
The  village  had  been  without  a  priest 
since  his  brother’s  death.  Dolores 
was  fairly  prosperous  and  held  some 
government  offices.  Miguel’s  church 
was  named  “Nuesta  Senora  de 
Dolores”  (Our  Lady  of  Sorrows). 

The  priest  settled  down  to  his  life 
in  Dolores  and  was  very  active.  He 
was  noted  for  the  socializing  and 
entertaining  he  did  in  the  evenings. 
During  his  spare  time  he  read  class¬ 
ical  orations  and  current  tracts  from 
European  writers  such  as  Voltaire 
and  Rousseau.  These  writers  only  re¬ 
flected  views  Hidalgo  already  held. 
Hidalgo  used  a  large  portion  of  his 
priestly  pay  for  projects  aimed  at 
improving  the  lot  of  the  Indian.  He 
was  determined  to  do  everything  he 
could  to  free  the  Indians  and  mestizos 
from  their  near-slavery  status. 

Hidalgo’s  cry  for  revolution  was 
an  isolated  expression  of  a  revolu¬ 
tionary  wave  which  was  now  sweep¬ 
ing  Mexico.  The  first  step  toward 
Mexican  Independence  was  taken  by 
a  friend  of  Hidalgo,  Ignacio  de  Al- 
lende,  who  started  a  literary  and 
social  club  in  Queretaro  where  the 
actual  plans  for  revolution  were  con¬ 
ceived.  The  conspirators  soon  regard¬ 
ed  Hidalgo  as  their  leader  because 
of  his  dynamic  mental  and  spiritual 
qualities.  The  plans  for  the  revolution 
were  discovered  prematurely  and 
Allende  warned  Hidalgo  who  began 


to  carry  out  his  own  plans  These 
ended  in  his  Grito  (shout)  de  Dolores 
on  midnight  of  September  15,  1810: 
‘‘Long  live  religion,  long  live  our 
Most  Holy  Mother  of  Guadalupe,  long 
live  Ferdinand  VII,  long  live  America 
and  death  to  the  bad  government." 
His  followers  shortened  the  shout  to 
“Long  Live  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe. 
Death  to  the  Gauchupines.” 

After  the  shout,  events  moved  rap¬ 
idly  during  the  early  morning  of  the 
16th.  Hidalgo’s  followers  had  number¬ 
ed  16  when  the  Grito  was  made.  By 
morning  the  number  had  risen  to  600 
and  after  a  month  he  had  80,000. 
Most  of  his  followers  were  disorgan¬ 
ized,  unarmed  and  untrained  Indians 
and  mestizos,  but  he  did  have  two 
military  advisors.  Through  numerous 
small  campaigns  the  army  advanced 
from  victoiy  to  victory  until  it  was 
in  a  position  to  capture  Mexico  City. 
But  for  some  reason  the  commanders 
decided  to  retract  all  the  way  back 
to  Queretaro.  This  gave  the  royalists 
time  to  regroup  and  replan.  Two 
major  battles  at  Aculco  and  Calderon 
River  doomed  the  revolutionary  army. 
The  revolutionists  scattered  but  al¬ 
most  all  their  leaders  were  captured 
and  executed. 

Hidalgo  was  captured  and  tried  in 
the  city  of  Chihuahua.  He  was  tried 
by  both  a  military  and  ecclesiastical 
court  for  insulting  the  inquisition,  for 
writing  seditious  material,  for  en¬ 
couraging  insurrection,  and  for  num¬ 
erous  other  crimes  against  the  king 
and  the  church.  He  confessed  to  some 
accusations  but  stated  that  he  was 
a  good  Catholic  who  had  fallen  out 
with  the  church  merely  because  he 
had  undertaken  to  free  his  country 
from  oppression  and  to  banish  pov¬ 
erty  He  had  never  proclaimed  the 
independence  of  Mexico.  Following 
his  trial  he  was  shot  to  death  in 
July  of  1811. 

Hidalgo  is  credited  with  establish 


It 
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ing  the  first  insurgent  Mexican  Mint. 
The  army  of  Hidalgo  had  over  500,000 
pesos  worth  of  silver  bullion  but  little 
coined  money.  Hidalgo  sought  the 
advice  of  the  leading  men  of  Guana¬ 
juato  and  it  was  decided  to  establish 
a  mint  in  that  city. 

Don  Jose  Mariano  Robles  was  nam¬ 
ed  director  of  the  mint.  A  building 
was  chosen  at  the  Hacienda  San 
Pedro  and  Hidalgo  furnished  the 
drawings  and  specifications  for  the 
construction  of  the  machinery  to  be 
used.  The  construction  of  the  minting 
equipment  and  the  modification  of 
the  building  was  begun  on  October 
9,  1810,  and  by  the  end  of  October 
some  limited  minting  operations  may 
have  begun. 

When  royalists  re-entered  Guana¬ 
juato  on  November  25  the  equipment 
they  found  was  of  such  quality  that 
the  Spanish  had  it  sent  to  Mexico 
City  so  that  it  could  be  used  as  a 
pattern  for  future  equipment.  The 
dies  for  Hidalgo's  coins  were  made 
by  a  local  ironsmith  and  counterfeit¬ 
ers  who  were  prisoners  in  the  Guana¬ 
juato  jail  were  employed  as  mint 
personnel.  The  coins  issued  were 
copies  of  current  royal  coinage  and 
these  pieces  were  so  well  executed 
that  they  were  almost  impossible  to 
detect  from  pieces  struck  at  the 
king’s  mint  at  Mexico  City. 

There  are  numerous  references  by 
early  Mexican  historians  concerning 
the  establishment  of  this  mint  al¬ 
though  details  about  its  founding 
vary.  Dr.  A.  F.  Pradeau  in  “Historia 
Numismatics  de  Mexico”  and  in 
“Mexican  Patriots  and  Their  Part  in 
Numismatics”  gives  evidence  sup¬ 
porting  the  existence  of  this  mint. 
Yet  Senor  Miguel  Munoz  of  Mexico 
City  presents  facts  showing  that  al¬ 
though  a  mint  was  equipped,  no  coins 
were  struck  He  also  believes  coins 
were  not  struck  in  Valladolid,  and 
even  though  Hidalgo  stated  at  his 
trial  that  he  had  coined  money  i  l 


Zacatecas,  Senor  Munoz  believes  that 
Hidalgo  gave  orders  to  strike  coins 
but  none  were  actually  struck  there. 

Miguel  Hidalgo  y  Costilla  has  bee  l 
honored  in  many  ways  by  the  citizens 
of  Mexico.  He  has  appeared  on  many 
medals,  and  is  currently  the  design 
featured  on  the  10  peso  note.  Coins 
on  which  his  profile  appears  include 
all  gold  two  and  one-half,  five  and 
ten  peso  coins  issued  since  1905. 
Padre  Hidalgo  was  chosen  as  the 
design  for  the  regular  issues  of  five- 
peso  coins  which  were  struck  from 
1951-1954.  The  obverse  features  Hidal¬ 
go  facing  left  surrounded  by  a 
wreath.  On  the  reverse  is  found  the 
traditional  Mexican  eagle  on  the 
cactus  plant.  The  weight,  fineness, 
date,  mint  mark,  and  the  legend 
“Estados  Unidos  Mexicanos”  are  also 
on  the  obverse.  These  coins  have  the 
legend  “AGRICULTURA  INDUSTRIA 
COMERCIO”  ( agriculture,  industry 
and  commerce)  stamped  on  the  edge. 

A  special  issue  honoring  the  200th 
anniversary  of  Hidalgo’s  birth  was 
struck  in  1963.  The  obverse  features 
Hidalgo  with  the  Cathedral  of  Dolores 
in  the  background.  The  legend  "ANO 
DE  HIDALGO”  (year  of  Hidalgo) 
and  the  dates  1753-1953  complete  the 
design.  The  reverse  is  the  same  as 
that  of  the  regular  issue  of  1951-1954. 
Hidalgo  was  also  honored  on  five 
pesos  struck  between  1955  and  1957 
(the  Hidalgo  Chico),  and  on  the  ten 
pesos  coins  struck  in  1955-1956  (the 
Hidalgo  Grande).  The  patriot  is  also 
found  on  the  1950  ten-peso  coin  which 
also  has  the  portrait  of  Francisco  I 
Madero.

GHOST  TOWN  TOKENS 


Several  years  ago  while  driving 
through  east  Texas  with  my  two 
daughters  I  told  them  “Up  ahead  is 
where  Olive  was  located,  but  now 
it's  only  a  ghost  town.”  Well,  they 
expected  to  see  on  old  western  ghost 
town  like  we  see  in  the  movies,  but 
instead  all  there  was  were  pine  trees 
and  brush. 

In  east  Texas  there  were  quite  a 
tew  thriving  towns  or  lumber  camps, 
end  when  the  mill  closed  down  the 
town  was  gone  overnight,  and  soon 
overgrown  by  brush. 

Olive,  Texas  is  a  good  example  of 
a  lumber  company  town.  The  Olive- 
Sterenberg  Lumber  Co.  established 
the  mill  and  town  of  Olive  in  1879. 
The  town  flourished  until  1911  when 
the  mill  was  shut  down.  In  it's  "hey 
day,”  Olive  had  a  population  of  about 
1,000  people  and  boasted  a  saloon, 
general  store,  drug  store,  barber 
ihop,  railroad  station,  etc. 

There  is  only  one  token  remaining 
of  the  probable  thousands  that  the 
Olive-Sterenberg  Lumber  Co.  used. 
Incidently,  Olive  was  located  in  Har¬ 


din  County  four  miles  west  of  Kountz, 
and  about  three  miles  from  where 
most  of  the  people  in  the  area  now 
think  it  was  located. 

Another  long  lost  ghost  town  is 
Carmona  which  was  located  4  miles 
west  of  Corrigan  in  Polk  County. 
There  were  two  different  lumber  mills 
at  Carmona.  The  first  one  was  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  Wm.  Cameron  Co.,  and 
the  other  one  by  the  Saner-Ragley 
Lumber  Co.  Both  of  these  mills  clos¬ 
ed  down  in  the  early  1930’s  and  Car¬ 
mona  lias  been  a  ghost  town  ever 
since.  The  population  of  these  towns 
often  exceeded  1,000  so  it  is  a  little 
hard  to  see  how  everything  could 
vanish,  and  not  even  leave  a  trace 
that  there  ever  was  a  town  there. 
I  have  one  token  from  each  of  the 
mentioned  mills  at  Carmonia. 

Josserand  was  a  Trinity  County 
lumber  company  town  three  miles 
south  cf  Groveton,  the  town  was  nam¬ 
ed  for  Peter  and  Frank  Jesserand 
owners  of  the  mill.  This  mill  closed 
down  in  1939  and  that  meant  an  end 
to  Jessarond  I  have  only  one  token 
from  this  town  also— $1.00  denomina¬ 
tion. 

Manning  was  located  in  Angelina 
County  on  the  Moscow,  Camden  and 
San  Augustine  railroad  The  location 
was  about  18  miles  northeast  of  Cam¬ 
den.  This  mill  burned  down  in  the 
1920'n  and  the  town  soon  vanished. 
It  is  rumored  that  the  old  tokens 
can  be  easily  picked  up  around  where 
the  company  store  was  located  as 
they  were  all  thrown  out  when  the

mill  burned  and  the  store  was  closed. 
The  man  who  owns  the  land  now 
won’t  let  anyone  go  in  to  look  for 
them.  As  we  all  know  rumors  are 
tree.  I  have  four  pieces  from  Man¬ 
ning.  The  5c  token  is  pictured. 

One  of  the  real  old  ghost  towns  is 
Seven  Oaks  which  was  located  in 
Polk  County.  The  last  reference  I 
was  able  to  find  about  this  town 
was  the  1891  Crams  list  of  places 
and  towns  in  Texas.  The  C.  N.  Fisher 
Lumber  Co.  operated  the  mill  at 
Seven  Oaks.  This  company  is  listed 
only  in  the  1890  Texas  directory  of 
businesses.  Evidently  this  mill  closed 
shortly  after  1891. 

There  are  tokens  from  many  other 
Texas  towns,  and  by  no  means  are 
these  tokens  restricted  to  the  lumber 
company  towns  of  east  Texas.  In  a 
future  issue  I  will  try  to  list  some 
of  the  others.
